Gay Men & the E.R.A. 


by Del Martin 


The success or failure of efforts to ratify the Equal Rights Amendment can have a profound 


effect on the future of the gay. movement. 


The strongest outside support for gay rights has come from the women’s movement. At the 
same time voters in Dade County, St. Paul, Wichita and Eugene were defeating gay rights 


efforts, delegates to the National Women’s Con- 
ference in Houston by an overwhelming vote 
added a sexual preference plank to their National 
Plan of Action. Polls on California's Proposition 6 
indicated that women strongly opposed its pas- 
sage. Feminists supported the Gay Marches on 
Washington and Sacramento by providing 
speakers and funds. And we shouldn't forget that 
it took women like Bella Abzug and Dianne 
Feinstein to introduce the first legislation for gay 
rights at the national and local levels. Similarly, 
we should recall that such organizations as the 
League of Women Voters and the National Or- 
ganization for Women were early in their support 
of Willie Brown’s consensual sex bill in Califor- 
nia. 

Lesbians, even when they put their primary 
energies into the women’s movement, never gave 
up the struggle for gay rights. In fact, they have 
been very effective in educating heterosexual 
women around gay issues and gaining their sup- 
port. But the fact remains that even if gay rights 
are included in the law of the land, Lesbians will 
still be subject to discrimination unless they have 
the added protection of the ERA. 

| appeal to gay men in particular to get behind 
efforts to ratify the ERA, to insure equal rights for 
their Lesbian sisters as women and to strengthen 
the coalition for gay rights. 

EFFECTIVE STRATEGIES 

The economic boycott of unratified states is 
crucial to passage of the ERA. It has been effective 
to date. The fact that a vast number of national 
orgaizations have refused to hold their conven- 
tions in unratified states has resulted in a multi- 
million dollar loss in tourist business for those 


states. But we must keep the pressure on. he. 


Here is what you can do as individuals, organi- 
zations, or gay-owned businesses: 

® Acquaint yourself with the states that remain 
unratitied. They are: Aldparia, Arizona, Arkan- 
sas, Florida, Georgia, Hlinois, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippt, Missouri, Nevadag North Carolina, Okla- 
homa, South Carolina, Utah and Virginia. 

@ Honor the ERA boycott. Refuse to travel to 
any of these states. That means giving up the 
Mardi Gras for the duration, or crossing the Bor- 
der into Nevada to gamble or ski, or vacationing 
in Florida. 

@ Write to the Chamber of Commerce in New 
Orleans, Reno or Las Vegas, informing them that 
you support the ERA and will not come to Mardi 
Gras or the gambling casinos and spend your 
money until the ERA is ratified in their state

This year’s Women’s Day in the Park is 
co-sponsored by a coalition of groups rang- 
ing from Women Engineers and the National 
Organization for Women to the California 
League of Union Women. and Women's 
Building of the Bay Area. 

In addition to the ERA, the day will focus on 
other priority issues: reproductive rights, 
educational equity, employment discrimina- 
tion, Lesbian rights, violence against wom- 
en, and child abuse. 


Outdoorsy Women 


“We want to encourage more women to 
participate in camping and related outdoor 
activities,"’ says Barbara Ashton, co- 
ordinator of Great Outdoor Adventures’ 
Women's Division. 

G.O.A. started as a co-sexual group, but 
last month added special trips for women 
only. ‘‘It's not that we're separatists,’ con- 
tinues Ashton, ‘but one or two women would 
wind up on outings with twenty-five or thirty 
men, and that can be pretty intimidating.” 

The Women's Division is patterned after 
the local G.O.A., offering catered meals on 
weekend camping trips, horsepacking trips, 
and whitewater rafting, as well as occasional 
day trips. 

Everyone participates in planning the trips 
at convivial potlucks and coffees. For infor- 
mation on events planned for March, look for 
G.O.A. Women's Division listings inside 
Coming Up! or call Ashton at 826-6905.
